Utah Upholds 


Helmet Law

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH — In a 3-2 
decision, the Utah Supreme Court has 
upheld the state’s helmet law as 
constitutional. 

The law requires that the rider and 
passenger of any motor-driven cycle 
wear helmets when operating on a street 
which has a posted speed limit of 35 
mph or more. 

The case was heard on the appeal of 
Charles D. Acker, 26, Ogden, who was 
convicted by lower courts of riding in a 
40 mph zone without a helmet in May 
of 1969. 

The majority opinion of the court is 
based on the notion that a cyclist with 
head injuries is the concern of the 
public, which must then provide police 
and ambulance service. 

“Both hospitals and relief rolls are 
crowded, and it is a proper exercise of 
police power for the Legislature to 
enact statutes which would tend to keep 
citizens out of the one and off the 
other,” says the majority opinion, 
written by Justice A. H. Ellett. 

"Any measure which would protect 
the operator of a motorcycle would 
tend. to avoid collisions with other 
traffic on the highway," he added. The 
justice did not specify how a helmet 
“avoids” collisions. 

Justice F. Henri Henriod concurred, 
saying: “No one would be convincing if 
he said one’s freedom is so sacred as to 
demand an uninterrupted right to use 
heroin. The police power is flexible 
enough to include certain situations that 
are so hazardous personally to a large 


segment of the community as 
reasonably to be the subject of 
regulation. 


In his dissent, Justice J. Allan 
Crocket said the law is 95 percent for 
saving the individual from himself — 
“and it is thus a matter of his own 
business.” 

"If the conclusion is to be based 
upon the possibility that cyclists may 
become hospitalized, or on welfare, that 
opens a wide door indeed to 
paternalistic controls over innumerable 
aspects of human conduct as to what 
may or may not be good for one’s 
individual health morals or safety," he 
said. 

Mr. Aker said he will consult his 
attorney about possible appeal to the 
U.S. Supreme Court.

CREEPING MONEYTHEISM 

As an active participant, the present 
status of Southern California motocross 
concerns me. Until recently, 
considered motocross one of the few 
remaining sports controlled largely by 
its participants. We riders often enjoyed 
the opportunity to alter the sport to 
suit our needs. The current starting 
technique is a good example. Pressures 
exerted on local track officials by the 
riders led to the new method which 
prolongs the life of transmissions and 
clutches. No more endless slipping of 
the clutch or suddenly jamming the 
thing in gear. The riders spoke and they 
were heard. 

Today, however, I sense the 
emergence of a "new motocross". 
Guided by commercialism, our familar 
sport makes its way into 1971 and it 
looks to be a profitable year. 

But what about the rider, the guy 
who ultimately makes the race? Today 
we're often confronted by insensitive 
track officials whose ears are tuned only 
to the sound of the dollar. The money 
used for such services as keeping the 
track wet for all classes or grading out 
rough and dangerous spots is often not 
being applied in the rider's behalf. 

These are familiar problems; we've all 
ridden *Mickey Mouse" races before 
and we'll probably get stuck again. The 
*new motocross", however, brings with 
it its own bag of ills. which, when 
combined with the old . familiar 


problems, threatens motocross as a 
rider-oriented sport. 
One. of the most ominous new 


problems includes extensive delays in 
the racing program while the pro TS

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competition. Many of us don't enjoy 
riding our last moto in the dark nor do 
we enjoy fighting the weekend campers 
for a space on the Sunday evening 
freeways. 

Of course, the implications of all this 
selling are far more dangerous to us than 
a traffic jam. These early, sometimes 
crude incursions by commerical 
interests will ultimately wrest control of 
motocross out of the hands of the rider 
and place it squarely in the bank — their 
bank. 

Many of the old familiar problems as 
well as the new threats were apparent at 
the Side Hack Association’s last 
motocross effort at Bay Mare. I arrived 
early so I could enjoy some practice. 
The track was wet and reasonably 
smooth. Many of us foolishly assumed 
the track would be maintained in a 
similar fashion throughout the day. Not 


so. 

Four hours later we found ourselves 
staging on a hard, rutted dust bowl with 
a single well-worn groove. Remember 
the old follow-the-leader game? Our 
pre-race request for a little water on the 
track was met with indifference. 
Apparently the track was scheduled to 
receive water only once during the 
program. That was right after our race. 
So the little bikes swam in mud and the 
big bikes play road-racer in the dust, all 
following one well-proven groove. 

The reasons for the four-hour wait to 
race were numerous, including shutting 
down all racing while someone kept 
urging us all to drop in and see the 
“good guys” at selected bike shops over 
the P.A. system, Ralph Williams style. 
The prospect of sitting through an 
additional four hours of this pablum 
was too much. I left, disappointed in 
what motocross threatens to become 
and I remain pessimistic about the 
future of motocross, as a rider-oriented 
sport.

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Consumer Report 


RICKMAN 250 MX -- AFTER 4 MONTHS 


By Tom Culp 

The latest addition to the 
ever-expanding Rickman Metisse line, 
the 250 Moto-Cross, offers more to a 
motocrosser than the name implies. It 
instills a feeling of prestige as the 
machine draws “‘ooh’s” and “‘ah’s” from 
curious passers-by. The gleaming 
nickle-plated frame sets off the 
all-fiberglass components, distinguished 
from other models in the line by its 
bright red coloring. Highly polished 
engine cases glisten in the sunlight. This 
is all great for show-stoppers and the 
inevitable pit clowns. However, it will 
do more. 

Designers and manufacturers Don and 
Derek Rickman know motocross. With 
the able assistance of Jack Beyers, 
product development manager for 





Steens, Inc., the stateside distributor, 
and noted racers everywhere, they have 
created a machine that will gather stares 


during actual competition at 
motocrosses, scrambles and desert 
events. 


Rickman has another winner. The 
solution to you becoming an instant 
winner is located on the right-side hand 
grip. Even if the owner doesn’t obtain 
instant success, he’ll feel like 4 champ 
owning such a fine piece of equipment. 

My evaluation of the 250 started out 
like any other in the past. I expected to 
have the machine for, at the most, two 
weeks, since you just about have to steal 
it from all the other publications that 
demand it for road tests. As it turned 
out, though, this is a four-month 
evaluation. I was able to enter the 
Rickman in such events as the Elsinore 
Grand Prix, Chapparel Enduro, Victor’s 
Hare & Hound, as well as a couple of 
motocross events. The following sums 
up my likes and dislikes, by event: 

Osteen’s Park: Two days out, to take 
pictures while its shiny and new, and to

familiarize myself with the machine. At 
this point, I noted some possible 
dislikes: Very noisy exhaust, 
non-waterproofed spark plug cap, foot 
pegs, while folding, are not 
spring-loaded, and paper air filters. For 
the first two days out, I was quite 
pleased with the machine overall. The 
power is there instantly when needed. 
Handling was fine. More tests end after 
two days at the same park but it takes 
far more time to get the feel of a 
machine that's a full-bore racer. 

With each hour on the machine I 
found more likes and dislikes. 

Saddleback Park: Third day out, still 
getting used to handling characteristics 
and power. Trying my hand at the TT 
course, I discovered the first real fault 
and one that I had overlooked earlier — 


the low front fender is secured by two 
hose clamps that, when set up, were not 
tightened fully. This allowed the fender 
to drop, rubbing the front tire. When I 
noticed smoke coming up from 
underneath me, I shut off quickly and 
began looking for the cause. This low 
fender, although eye-appealing, is hardly 
functional in muddy going. You simply 
can't just raise the fender or it will be 
above the bottom end slider. The 654" 
fork travel will cause the fender to 
strike the bottom of the fork crown. 
Thus, the first mar in the nearly flawless 
design. 

Having fixed this, I headed for the 
motocross course and found myself 
caught in a showoff-ish state. Four 
other riders were practicing starts, 
blasting towards the first corner. This 
was more fun that beating myself to 
pieces riding the MX course, and I beat 
‘em every time. Again, more riders were 
staring and asking question. 

The first real competition came in the 
Elsinore Grand Prix, a true test of 
overall performance. Starting in the 
12th row, my wave blasted into turn 
one into traffic. The open streets and 
fire roads found equality only in the 
rider’s ability. However, the sandwash 
was a place where I could pass. The light 
front end allowed easy, fast tracking 
through deep sand. The machine shot 
up the steep hill with no stress. I found 
the street sections very fast and the 
handling plus superior brakes allowed 
me to go farther into the corners. The 
brakes began to fade on the seventh or 
eighth lap. With the large tank I went 
five laps before gassing, although I could 
have gone at least two more. 

My finish doesn’t show the real 
potential of the machine. It lost a 
carburetor jet cover, which came off the 
first lap, and fatigue set in on lap eight 
and nine. Both no fault of the machine. 

The only probems I did have were the 
low pipe which took a beating from 
rocks, and the shift lever which bent 
against the case in a fall. And the 
brakes. One little frill that would be 
nice is a flip-up gas cap to speed up pit 
stops. 

The Chapparal’s Enduro was the next 
event. Like all western Enduros, it’s just

a desert race with places to rest; if 
you're on time. Ron Schneiders talked 
me into this after I had sworn off 
enduros for good. (At the Jackass, I 
wound up pushing from five miles out.) 

About four miles out Ron did a 
number, putting us behind. He was our 
timekeeper since the Rickman had no 
speedo. The problems encountered here 
will be of interest to any desert rider 
interested in buying this machine. 
Attempting to get back on time, the 
lightness and handling of the machine 
gave me an edge. Through thick rocky 
sections, just stand up and take them at 
moderately fast speed. The sandwashes 
present no problem as power is there in 
all gears. You can go just as fast as you 
want thanks to the 21” wheel and light 
front end. The low pipe and lack of skid 
plate were of prime concern. 

Losing a bout with a large rock tore 
my foot off the peg and bent the foot 
brake straight up. I had to stop and fold 
the peg back down and make a vain 
attempt to straighten the lever. Since 
the rigging of spring-loaded pegs is a 
must and not very difficult to do, I am 
sure Rickman has added this to a list of 
things to up grade this machine. A little 
rock-bouncing stretch was to give me 
problems later. 

The noon break revealed considerable 
damage to the low pipe. I bent the 
brake lever straight and left on section 
two. Soon a not-too-difficult rocky hill 
left me huffing and puffing as I made a 
mistake taking it straight up and over; 
while the bike has the power, I didn't 
have the skill. This section had plenty of 
fast sections with quick turns off into

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the desert. Blasting down a trail and 
trying to brake hard caused the engine 
to load up and die. The usual one-kick 
start turned into eight or ten kicks plus 
laying the bike over to clean it out. I 
tired fast, putting me very late.

Next, the Victors Hare and Hound, 
my first and only DNF: As I said earlier, 
the rock would haunt me. On impact, 
the case received what looked to be a 
slight scratch. It turned out to be a 
crack which caused the clutch depressor 
to slightly disengage the clutch 
constantly. This points out another 
inconvenience: the only external clutch 
adjustment is at the control lever, so the 
case must be removed to make further 
adjustments. While having this repaired I 
was told the all-metal clutch must have

properly and ATF fluid must be used to 
avoid small metal particles from getting 
on these plates, causing a malfunction. 
With repairs made, I was ready for the 
racing this machine was designed for: 
motocross. 

(At this point, I'd like to add that if 
your Rickman dealer is not familiar 
with the engine try any Montesa dealer.) 

By now the low pipe had been 
smashed nearly flat but the Bassani 
silencer was still in original state. A trip 
to Darrel’s shop was in order. The 
thought of running a high pipe through 
the frame intrigued the young 
entrepreneur. He decided some new 
“mini cones” and we went to work. 
Nine hours later we completed a pipe 
that snakes its way around the cylinder, 
over the carb, and out the other side. 
This meant cutting away part of the air 
cleaner box and sealing up one side of 
the dual air boxes. The side panel also 
had to be cut to accept the silencer. 
Darrel did a fantastic job of fitting it 
through and around some very tight 
spots. When seen by some, their 
comments were “it doesn’t have enough 
volume". Bassani has a lot on the ball 
and the bike runs as fast or faster than 
any stock Metisse I’ve run against. Then, 
a Filtron was fitted and I was ready to 
go. 

Three rides proved the machine to be 
spot-on for motocross. Accelleration in 
all gears is excellent. Only when you let 
the R’s drop can you get into any real 
trouble. First gear is a little high for 
starting on hard-packed ground but in 
soft stuff it gets the power there 
right-now. Just two things need to be 
added: again, spring load pegs and a 
floating backing plate. The cable rear 
brake is designed to work similar to the 
floating type, but it doesn’t work as 
well. The use of only a light amount of 
rear brake and heavy on the front helps, 
but this takes some getting used to. You 
must, as in all machines, get used to the 
back end jumping around. The stock 
Girling shocks are adequate but 


different riders have different tastes. I 
have seen Curnutts, Betors and Konis in 


The four-speed gear box gives full 
range power. On any motocross course 
around you won't get pulled by a 
five-speed. Still, an added gear would 
help space out the entire tranny. With 
8%” of ground clearance stock 
(downpipe), I now get 10%” with the 
high pipe. The Amal monobloc carb is

used to stop loading-up and starting 
problems common with the Montesa 
engine. The replacement of the stock 
spark plug cap with water-proof caps is 
a must and will stop any waterproofing 
problems since the air cleaners are very 
high and completely enclosed. The new 
heavy-duty front fork worked well in all 
events using all 6%” of travel. The only 
bad feature is that they really spit the 
oil out the breathers and all over the 
rider should you overfill the forks. I’ve 
seen riders plug these holes, but 
replacing of the stock O-ring with a 
heavier one will solve the problem. 

I take pride in having the Rickman 
250 Moto-Cross to race. The latest work 
out of Steen’s is the entire Rickman line 
will change as necessary, not year by 
year as other do. Here is a list of 
changes between my machine (picked 
up in late February) and the one you 
will buy today: wide rear hub, frame 
gusseted at fork spindle and engine 
mounts, side stand, polished hubs, high 
pipe and five-speed gear box. How can 
you lose when this type of care is taken 
in production? Get yourself a ride on 
one, but remember, it's 203 pounds of 
dynamite.

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ENDURO ESSENTIALS 


Part | 


This is the first of three parts on the 
essentials of enduro riding. This series of 
articles is intended to give the new rider 
some guidance in the sport. It won't 
make a winner out of a noice. Enduro 
riding is just as competitive as racing; 
the only difference ts that it takes a 
slightly different set of skills. In this 
series of articles we will try to point the 
rider in the right direction so that he 
will develop the needed skills without 
wasting a lot of his time and energy. 
Part I will describe the game, the rules, 
and some ways of keeping schedules. 
Part II will deal with preparation, and 
Part III will deal with riding techniques. 
Enduros vary greatly from one section 
of the country to another. For 
simplicity and space considerations this 
series will concentrate on enduros as 
they are run in California. 


PART I 
HOW THE GAME IS PLAYED 

An enduro resembles a cross-country 
race in many respects. Significantly, 
though, the winner is not always the 
person who completes the course in the 
shortest amount of time. Are you 
confused? Did you think that an enduro 
was an event that bore no relation to 
racing? Settle down and prepare to do 
some rethinking on the subject. 

The object of an enduro is to ride a 
course in such a manner that you arrive 
at the various checkpoints at precisely 
the right time, neither early nor late. In 
an effort to make enduros different 
from races, the A.M.A. has decreed that 
you will lose more points for being early 
than for being late. The time at which 
you are to arrive at the checkpoint is 
determined by the “schedule speed,” 
which is the one thing that you always 
know beforehand. The most common 
schedule speed is 24 mph but speeds of 
4 to 50 mph are used on occasion. Here 
is a very simple enduro: A course of 72 
miles is marked insome fashion or other 
and you are told that the schedule is 24 
mph. You leave at precisely 8 a.m. 
There are checkpoints at 24 miles, 48 
miles, and the finish. You receive a 
perfect score if you arrive at the 
checkpoints at 9, 10 and finish at 11. 

Naturally, this would be a very dull 
event with lots of tie scores, particularly 
if the course was easy. To liven it up 
somewhat, the checkpoints are placed in 
secret locations, and not at such 
convenient times. For instance, a check 
might be placed at 14 miles. You would 
then have to hit that check at 8:40 
because it takes 40 minutes to go 14 
miles at 24 mph. With checks at secret 
locations, timekeeping becomes more 
difficult and the event becomes more 
interesting. 

As described so far it’s very similar to 
a sports car rally, or a motorcycle road 
run. To be an enduro, another element 
must be added: The terrain must be 
difficult to ride at the schedule speed 
and must tax the  contestant's 
endurance. To fulfill this requirement, 
the sponsoring club picks out sections 
of terrain that will make the enduro a 
challenge to all the riders. They can 
make the sections relatively mild, but 
string together so many miles of them 
that it takes a rider in really good 
physical condition to finish. The course 
can also be very short, but so tough that 
every mile finished seems like a personal 
victory. 

But here’s the fly in the ointment: 
What’s difficult for one rider is duck 
soup for the next. The difference in skill 
between the expert and the novice is 
not great; it’s stupendous, vast, and 
almost immeasureable. So what 
happens? A course is laid out that will 
be mildly difficult for the experts and 
the novices find it a killer. 

At the beginning we said than an 
enduro was similar to a race, but for the 
experts, the enduro is a timekeeping 
event run over difficult terrain. For the 
the enduro is sometimes a 
timekeeping event, sometimes just a 
race. .For the novices it’s almost always 
a race, pure and simple. If the schedule 
is 24 mph but you can’t ride that fast, 


` then you simply ride as fast as you can 


so that you lose the least number of 
points. Timekeeping only becomes

Following Rules & Keeping Time

dozen calculators trying to figure his 
schedule, when he's so late that he's 
almost disqualified! The moral is to 
learn to figure your schedule very 
roughly so that you ` can tell 
instantaneously if you’re far ahead or 
behind. 

Most riders have no real "feel" for 
average speeds. It's not until they ride 
several enduros that average speeds 
mean anything at all. To add a little 
perspective, consider that about the 
fastest sustained average speed for an 
off-road event is the record in the Baja 
1000 which is about 50 mph. But that 
race includes about 20 percent 
pavement. And only the winners come 
close to that average. 

In the average desert race, which 
includes no pavement, the speed average 
is usually between 40 and 45 mph for 
the winners and down to about 20 to 25 
mph for the novices in the middle of the 
pack. Desert racing terrain is generally 
quite a bit easier than enduro terrain. 
but not always. From this you can 
figure that if you're a beginner and the 
terrain is easy with some dirt road 
thrown in, you might be able to keep 
close to the schedule riding as fast as 
you can. As the terrain gets tougher, or 
the schedule gets faster, you will amost 
certainly be behind. A 36 mph schedule 
you will only be able to hold on 
pavement. How does this help? 

Well, in certain situations, you can 
simply forget about keeping schedule; in 
others, you can forget about it for half 
an hour or even. more. Thus, you can 
concentrate on your riding and go 
faster. Let’s suppose that the schedule is 
24 mph and at the first check you are 6 
minutes late. If you can ride the 12 
miles in 24 minutes you'll have made up 
the time, but that's an average of 30 
mph which you won't be able to hold 
unless the terrain is very easy. So in 
practical terms you can forget the 
schedule. 

Just note the real time at the check 
and check yourself 12 miles later. If it's 
taken you 30 minutes, you've neither 
gained nor lost. Only if it's taken you 
less than 24 minutes are you in danger 
of getting ahead of schedule. On the 
other hand, if it's taken you 34 minutes, 
you're still losing time and you're far 
enough behind to where you. won't 
catch up before the noon break, in all 
probability. So forget it and go as fast as 
you can. 

Notice that all you need i in the way 
of equipment is a wrist watch and 
speedometer to ride this way. And 
you'll finish better than if you mess 


around with charts and calculators. 

You'l need to know one other 
technique: How to determine whether 
you're early or late at a check. That's 
easy. Just add your number to the “key 
time” which is posted on a card at the 
check. Many beginning riders have a 
hard time understanding the concept of 
key time, but it’s really quite simple. If 
the run is scheduled to start at, say 8 
a.m., then all the times for starting and 
arriving at checks are based upon a rider 
who is starting at 8 o’clock. 

But, naturally, all the riders can’t 
start at 8, so a drawing is held and the 
riders are assigned numbers as their 
names are pulled out of the hat. The 
first rider is assigned No. 1, and he starts 
at 8:01. He should arrive at all his 
checks 1 minute after the mythical rider 
who started at 8:00. The rider who 





draws No. 35 arrives at checks 35 
minutes after the "key time", or the 
time of the imaginary 8 o'clock rider. 
For the rider with a high number, like 
88, it becomes a bit more difficult. He 
must add 1 hour and 28 minutes to the 
key time at the start and at each check. 

Once a rider has become proficient 
enough to be hitting checks early once 
in a while it is time to start thinking 
about more sophisticated methods of 
timekeeping. In some enduros the rider 
is given a ptinted schedule telling him 
exactly where all known checks are (gas 
stops, lunch break, etc.) and what the 
key time is for those known checks. He 
is also told all the schedule speeds. For 
runs like these it becomes possible to 
figure in advance the time at which you 
are to be at every mile of the run. Such 
a chart looks like this:

Make a chart like this for the entire run. It might take several pages. In the right hand column, I 
put some simple method of computing that particular speed as shown. Others might be: 36mph 
— 3 miles in.5 minutes; or; 18 — 3 mi. in 10 min. If you've wondered why the “odd” mileages 
set, it is because it is much easier to compute since 60 seconds is easily divided into 6, 12, 18, 24, 


. 30, 36, etc. Learn the relationship between the speed and the time will be easily figured.

ENDURO ESSENTIALS 


If you prefer, you can go the other 
way and figure the mileage for every 
minute, or every 3 minutes, or any 
other increment that suits your riding 
style and accuracy needs. Just 
remember, don’t make it more 
complicated than necessary. The more 
figures that you have on the page, the 
smaller each must be and the harder it is 
to find the right line. If you have to 
stop to read your chart, you've defeated 
the whole purpose by losing time you 
might not be able to make up. 

When the chart system is working 
right, there’s nothing better. You have 
an accurate and instantaneous check on 
distance and time. The trouble is that 
often something changes and invalidates 
the whole effort. Most often it’s a 
last-minute schedule change by the 
sponsoring club. Then too, in many 
enduros you aren’t given a complete 
schedule at all. In Northern California 
events you are simply told on the 
starting line to go at a certain speed, say 
18 mph, and you maintain this schedule 
until you come to a "speed change 
card" which may or may not occur at 
the same spot as a check. For enduros 
like these, it's obviously impossible to 
even make up a chart. Another reason 
for not using the chart system is the 
sheer drudgery involved in making up a 
schedule for a long run. 

The best system that I know is what I 
call the “two clock system”. It was 
explained to me by Bob Steffan, who 
has won many enduros including the 
famous Greenhorn. I don’t know if Bob 
invented the system or not. At any rate, 
it’s very effective. It requires that you 
have an accurate speedometer and two 
clocks. It's best if one of the clocks is 
mounted on the handlebars in some 
fashion. Assuming that it is, we'll call 
that. clock the elapsed-time clock, 
while the: other, which may be:a wrist 
watch, we'll call the real-time clock.

With nearly six million motorcycles 
in use today, most owners are aware of 
the hazards arising out of their 
operation. One hazard that an increasing 
number of motorcyclists are 
discovering, is, when they purchased 
their motorcycle they may have 
involuntarily waived Uninsured Motorist 
Coverage. 

It is the writer's opinion, based on 
many cases, that there is a high incident 
of contact between motorcyclists and 
uninsured motorists, probably because 
the uninsured motorist is ordinarily less 
than careful. With this underwriting 
factor in’ mind it would appear that 
many liability insurance carriers writing 
uninsured motorists coverage in the 
State of California, either expressly or 
impliedly seek a waiver from the 
motorcyclist of the provisions of the 
uninsured motorists endorsement and 
thereby encourage the violation of the 
spirit and purpose of Insurance Code 
11580.2 (a), which generally provides 
for a voluntary waiver in writing. 

It would appear that a pattern is 
developing whereby the purchaser of 
the motorcycle deals with the seller,

The real-time clock is simply made to 
agree with the starter’s watch and left 
alone. The speedometer is set at 0 miles 
and the E.T. clock is set at exactly 12 
when you start. If the schedule calls for 
you to ride at 24 mph, for each 2 miles 
that the speedometer clocks off, the 
E.T. clock should register 5 minutes. 
You check yourself at 5 minute 
intervals. Five minutes, 2 miles; 10 
minutes, 4 miles; 55 minutes, 22 miles. 
If you don’t do anything but this and 
you can ride fast enough, you should 
never be more than 2 minutes off at any 
check and will usually be closer than 
that. 

If you have enough control to be able 
to ride closer than that, it’s easy to 
figure the in-between mileages: A mile 
takes 2% minutes, or 150 seconds. .1 
miles takes 15 seconds. 

So, if you see a check down the road 
at what you estimate is .7 miles from 
you and your speedo registers 14.1 
miles, you do a quick computation and 
figure that the check is at 14.8 miles. 
Fourteen miles should take 35 minutes 
and .8 miles takes 2 minutes, so the E.T. 
clock should read 37 minutes and 30 
seconds when you arrive at the check. 

This of course is nonsense. No one 
but the most expert could possibly 
carry out that set of calculations in the 
length of time required, and besides, 
suppose, you're early or late? What can 
you do about it? You can adjust your 
arrival time by half a minute at most 
which might be worth one or two points 
and might make quite a difference if 
you're going for high point trophy. But 
in that case, you're wasting your time 
ready this! i 

In reality, you’d see the check and 
note your speedometer and round off to 
the nearest mile. Fourteen miles on the 
speedo and the check about 1 miles 
away makes 15. Fourteen miles. is 35 
minutes and 1 mile is 27$ minutes makes 
37⁄2 minutes ..and, your clock. reads 36

minutes. You try to roll into the check 
at 38 minutes even and in this case if 
everything is right, you'll be one minute 
late. If your clock is just a little off, 
you'll accidentally zero the check! 
Figure to the nearest mile and the 
nearest minutes and resolve questions in 
favor of late rather than early. 

With this system, whenever you get 
to a speed change, you set back both 
your speedo and your E.T. clock, back 
to zero, and start fresh on the new 
section, if you're on time. If you're not 
on time, you must adjust your E.T. 
clock accordingly. Suppose at the speed 
change you note that the key time is 
10:13. Let's say that your number is 88. 
You must add 1 hour and 28 minutes to 
key time to find out if you are on time 
or not. The real time should be 11:41. 
If it's 11:43, you're 2 minutes late and 
should set your E.T. clock to 2 minutes 
past 12. If you were early, you'd set it 
ahead of 12. Then you either "catch up 
to the clock" if you're late, or let the 
clock catch you if you're early. 

To summarize, don't start trying to 
keep time to the minute until you can 
ride fast enough to hit checks early 
occasionally. Then get only as 
complicated as absolutely necessary. 
Don’t buy gadgets. There are all kinds 
of charts and calculators and plastic 
goodies of one kind or another for sale. 
You don’t need them. There isn’t time 
on a run to fool with them and besides, 
they break, fall. off, and get covered 
with mud and dust. 

The method that I’ve outlined is 
plenty accurate enough to get you into 
checks within a 6-minute interval, 2 
minutes early to .4 minutes late. 
Allowing for random distribution within 
that interval and 7 checks per run, you 
would have a score of 16, which is 
sufficient to fill your home with 
trophies within a year. 

Next week we'll talk about bike 
preparation. : 
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who is primarily interested in the sale 
and who also acts as an “agent” for an 
insurance company who is writing this 
particular kind of risk. In the dual 
capacity as a seller of a motorcycle and 
“agent” for the insurance company he is 
intent on persuading the purchaser to 
buy sufficient collision and liability 
insurance to protect the seller’s interest 
while at the same time the seller 
discourages the purchase of uninsured 
motorists coverage, probably at the 
insistence of the carrier who recognizes 
a high risk factor. Accordingly, a 
number of insurance companies use a 
deceptive application whereby the 
purchaser unknowingly waives 
uninsured motorist coverage by his 
signature at the bottom of this 
application. The application itself will 
set -forth the waiver, usually in “fine 
print”. If there is any discussion at all 
about an uninsured motorists coverage 
between the purchaser and the seller, it 
is usually minimal. Many of the 
“agents” do not understand uninsured 
motorists coverage well enough to 
explain it if an inquiry is made. Further, 
if the purchaser insists on uninsured 
motorists coverage they are quoted a 
premium that may well exceed the total 
premium for liability and collision 
coverages combined. 

The policies written by these carriers 
are designed to omit any reference 
whatsoever to uninsured motorists 
coverage and generally the application is 
not attached to the policy. 

The cases in California appear to be 
moving toward the direction of limiting 
of such unfair practices by insurance 
companies; however, it may be 
necessary to bring an action in Federal 
Court to prevent, once and for all, what 
appears to be a conspiracy to violate the 
Insurance Code of the State of 
California. 

One of the first cases to interpret 
Insurance Code 11580.2(a) was Mission 
Insuance Co. v. Brown (1965) Cal 2nd 
508. The court stated, at page 510 “‘the 
legislature, by providing that the 
liability imposed by the statute can be 
avoided only by means of an agreement 
in writing, signed by the insurer and the 
insured, deleting the provisions for 
uninsured motorists coverage, clearly 
showed an intent that there be no ‘fine 
print', unilateral waiver or limitation of 
the requirement". 

The forewarning in the Mission 
Insurance Co. case is exactly what is 
occurring today. A typical fact 
situation, is found in Bohlert v. Spartan 
Insurance Company (1969) 3CA 3rd 
113. Bohlert was a 19 year old who 
purchased a motorcycle and was 
requested to sign an application where 
an “X” had been marked. He signed the 
application but did not read before 
signing and was not given an 
opportunity to read it nor did he receive 
a copy of it. At no time was subject of 
insured motorists coverage or waiver of 
same discussed. The Court of Appeals 
remanded Bohlert to the trial court on 
the issue of voluntary waiver. The Court 
cited common law principles that the 
trial court is required to use the aid of 
extrinsic evidence to determine the 
meaning of the agreement and if the 
waiver was voluntary. Parsons v. Bristol 
Development Company, 62 Cal 2nd 
861. Coronet Credit Corp. v. West 
Thrift Co. 244 Cal App 2nd 631. In 
conclusion the Court in Bohlert said 
that an agreement excluding uninsured 
motorists coverage must be 
"conspicuous, plain and clear" to 
constitute an effective waiver. Utah 
Home Fire Insurance Co. v. McCarthy 
266 Cal App 2nd 892. 

In those cases where the policy is 
issued without reference to uninsured 
motorists coverage and the policy is 
“exclusive”, i.e., the policy provides 
that the total agreement of the parties is 
embodied in the policy. Allstate 
Insurance Co. v. Dean (1969) 269 Cal 
2nd 1, would be analogy, make 
uninsured motorists coverage applicable 
because there is no policy waiver. The 
Allstate case involved a restriction that 
was not part of the policy and the Court 
said it did not, therefore, apply. 

The problem is further complicated 
with the fact that many purchasers of 
motorcycles are minors and need a 
detailed explanation of uninsured 
motorists coverage which the 
motorcycle salesman and “‘agent” is not 
equipped to explain notwithstanding 
pressure from the carrier to obtain a 
waiver. . i 
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JOHN RICE-- Still Young and W

Ask someone what they think of 
John Rice and most will say, “He’s been 
around a long time.” 

He has been around a long time and 
there is a good chance that he will be 
around a lot longer. Rice, affectionately 
known as “John-R” by the entire 
motorcycle fraternity, is 35 years old 
and goes just as fast as today’s 
18-year-old wunderkind. The only thing 
that makes Rice older is his birth 
certificate. All other indications put him 
slightly past the point of puberty. 

His body is that of a gymnist’s, born 






two decades ago. Tan, lean, and strong, 
it dares a physician to find something 
wrong with it. Rice seldom drinks beer, 
but is a moderate smoker, He rides his 
Schwinn 10-speed to work every day, a 
distance of about four miles. “You can’t 
believe all the people who live around 
here and work at Douglas just a couple 
of blocks away," he said. “Every 
morning they get in their cars and drive 
to work, traffic and all. Man, if they 
would walk they'd there quicker and 
happier". 

Other than the bicycling and riding, 
he doesn't make a concentrated effort 


to keep in shape — it just happens that 
way. If John’s not careful, some 
overly-ambitious scientist is going to 
stuff him in a bottle of formaldehyde. 

Rice’s attitude about racing, himself, 
and life in general is that of the 
high-school cheerleader at the Big 
Game. At the recent Viewfinders’ Grand 
Prix at Indian Dunes, he had beat the 
125 Experts and came from behind to 
nip desert champ Whitey Martino in a 
race for fourth in the Open class. A bit 
later, the sponsoring club ran a race 
between themselves. Someone was going 
to have to flag, so there stood 
bare-footed John, Dr. Pepper in one 
hand, wagging the checkered in the 
other. 

You can find him on any Sunday 
(which sounds like a good title for a 
movie) between races either giving 
support to tuner E.C. Birt, talking to 
track officials about a bad spot in the 
course, or waving on a teammate. Or 
anything in a postive vein, for that 
matter. 

I called on John R. at his Lakewood, 
Calif., home one evening and found him 
in his garage, smoothing out the action 
of his big Maico’s throttle grip. He wore 
a faded, early-vintage Cycle News 
T-shirt, a pleasing gesture on his part. 
His work area is neat and extremely 
well-organized with a huge collection of 
obscure bike parts lining the rafters. 

Soon Tam, John’s charming wife, 
invited everyone in for a 
meat-and-potatoes dinner, served on 
trays in front of the TV. John’s oldest 
daughter had just been given a 
full-coverage helmet by Champion and 
she was letting everyone know about it. 
The warm family atsmosphere, usually 
reserved for saccarine TV programs, was 
typical of the many cycle-enthusiast 
families. Tam came in and offered me a 
beer. “Johnny doesn’t like it and I do. 
It’s not often that we have a special 
occasion so I can buy some,” she 
admitted, 

Rice, when prompted, is a good 
storyteller. Tam asked him to tell about 
his first bike ride for my benefit. He 
happily obliged with a lengthy account, 


with full histrionic accompaniment. 

“Well, in 1955 we were going on a...I 
was going on a camping trip to 
Yosemite with a bunch of friends — we 
were all Mormons back then — and one 
of my buddies rode a BSA. All the way 
to Fresno, he kept passing us and 
dropping back. Man he was having a 
ball! 

“We stopped for gas in Fresno and I 
went back and said, ‘Hey, lemme ride 
this thing to Yosemite.’ He said, ‘Have 
you ever ridden one of these? ’ I sez, 
‘Sure!’ So they all piled in my car and 
left me standing there. I never been ona 
motorcycle in my life, and here I am 
trying to figure out how to start the 



























thing... 

“These = gas-station guys were 
watching me, so I acted cool. I figured it 
couldn’t be that hard. I got it started 
and in gear, and went bupbupbup and 
killed it. I went through the drill again 
and finally was cruising down the 
middle of town. Wow, was I neat! Just 
cruising along the street and looking to 
see if anyone was watching me. 

"[ found second gear and — hmmm, 
not bad, then third and fourth. Out of 
sight. Now I'm really moving and, man, 
it feels bitchen. 

"I caught my partners and passed 
them, waving and yelling, then I turned 
around a couple of miles down the road 



























and went past the other way. I did that 
all the way up to Yosemite. It’s about a 
100-mile drive but I must have ridden 
300. 

“After that, I decided I gotta have a 
bike. I went out the next week and 
bought one — a Cushman.” 

So began John’s career. It was 
actually some years before he began to 
race seriously. His first race was an 
enduro: “‘I rented a trailer and took my 
BSA Golden Flash to Lancaster. I got all 
signed up and then, what do I do now? I 
didn't know anything about enduros. 
When they started us I went as fast as I 
could. When I caught the guys in front 
of us, they said 'Hey, you're supposed 
to keep 25-mile-an-hour average.' 
Shee-it! miles an hour? Man, I 


wanted to race. Endoes? I did about a 
thousand of ‘em. When they mailed me 
the results, I had come in 24th overall. I 
couldn't believe it.” 

Afterwards, Rice found himself 
competing in scrambles and, in the years 
1967 and 1968, took District 37 
Number One, on a Honda. 

His interest in TT scrambles waned 
after that — his temperament is such 
that one year he didn't race at all but 
chose to go boating — but the latest rage 
was motocross. John R. found a ride 


with Maico and later, Sachs, and began 
looking for the Number One plate in a 
different form of competitior 

After two long years of struggling, 
and times when he actually felt like a 

he won the 500 E 
vision of Hopetown last November, 
securing the long-sought plate. 

John now rides a Puch in the 125 
class and a Maico 400 in the Open. Any 
sponsor would be glad to have him; he's 
consistent, colorful and knows how to 
take care of a machine. In his familiar 
striped shirts, no one could ask for a 
better ambassador for their product. 

When I mentioned to him that I w 
in the market for a 125 he said, “Hey 
I'll let you ride my Puch this weekend. 
You'll love it. W I had a Sachs, * 
Lapadakis (the distributor for 
(Sachs) and Puch) let me ride one of the 
new Puchs. This one was a four-speed, 
one that those Europeans kids were 
riding when they were here. After I rode 
it I wouldn't give it back; they'd have to 
come get it from me. Finally I brought 
it in and they had a surprise for me — a 
brand new one."

Cycle Park, near Livermore, Calif. The 
previous Saturday John and his family 
arrived at 5:30 a.m., after an all-night 
drive. The Dodge van was littered with 
somnombulated bodies, except for one. 
Rice was scurrying about making all 
sorts of preparations for the day's 
practice. He hopped on his Maico and 
began exploring all the green hills and 
vallies with Bryar Holcomb. He found a 
steep, grassy slope and spent part of the 
morning sliding on his leathers, laughing 
like a child. 

Later, he handed me a helmet and 
borrowed a teammate’ bike and 
pointed to his racer. ''C'mon," he 
chortled, “See how you like it.” We 
sped off and found some hills. John 
opted for the steepest one while I 


watched. He tried it a couple of times, 
getting progressively further up the trail 
each time. I decided to find a less 
challenging obstacle and rode some 
trails and hoops. He politely looked the 
other way when I dropped the 
unfamiliar machine on an easy climb.

The little band of team workers, 
Bryan Kenney, his wife and me, just 
passed an action-packed week with two 
races in Italy the 30 May and the 2 June 
followed quickly by a race way up in 
the North of France the 6 June. We are 
now all tuckered out, but it was well 
worth it. 

We had our first taste of Italian 
motocross at Pinerolo, a town in 
northern Italy not far from the Alps. 
The track was made up of some 
enormous hills that even I had a time 
going up and down. But what really 
pleased us in Italy was the spectator 
enthusiasm. They numbered in the 
10,000’s on Sunday, a large part of 
whom were stars and stripes fans. 

The AMXT had a good day in 
Pinerolo. In practice Bryan had the 
fastest time for a foreigner. Because of 
the large number of riders engaged in 
the 500 class, there were two 45 minute 
qualifying heats, with half the group in 
each. Only the top 15 of each heat went 
into the final. Bryan took 7th and first 
non-Italian in his heat, and Dave Bickers 
bested the foreigners in the second heat. 
An American, Tom Volin, also 
participated in the second heat, but not 
accustomed to such long races under the 
meridian sun, it was no picnic for him. 
Rustignoli, the Italian king of CZ, 
captured the final. My old man finished 
8th and second foreigner to DeRoover 
from Belgium, a placing that seemed to 
please the Italian organizers. 

The next day we drove to the other 
side of Turin to Casale Monferrato, the 
scene for the June 2 race. Again the 
Italian competition was stiff. Guiseppe 
Cavallero came through with top 
honors. My provider was 5th in his heat 
and 8th in the final. This was enough of 
a success to place him in the winner’s 
circle to receive a fancy cup. With this, 
"il Americano" wore himself out signing 
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autographs. I was even propositioned by 
a dashing Italian who wanted to keep 
me on his farm! 

By Thursday we were on the road to 
a race in Brittany. This race is famed for 
its purse — 1200 dollars first and little 
less than 200 dollars last. Consequently 
all the top names tried for an entry. The 
presentation resembled a Grand Prix 
with Christer  Hammergren, Jan 
Johansson, Keith Hickman, Vic 
Eastwood and Vehkonen on the line. 
America had two representatives, Bryan 
and John Barclay, a Californian riding 
his first race in Europe. 

As John and Bryan were being 
introduced to the crowd, they noticed 
that some well meaning worker had 
hung our flag upside down! The stars 
were flying in the bottom corner. 
Without wasting any time, they stepped 
out during the rider’s presentation, 
lowered the flag, turned it around, and 
sent it back up before the next man was 
introduced. This little scene merited the 
French national television. 

Off the starting line, it was the sharp 
hairpins connecting the hillclimbs that 
gave most riders an uneasy moment. 
Even Hammergren stalled in one of the 
corners. The overall winner was 
Vehkonen the Finn with Hammergren 
running a close second place. Hickman, 
Wiertz, and Eastwood rounded out the 
first five. Bryan managed another 8th 
place on his trusty Husky after dicing 
back and forth with Eastwood. 

With this rugged week behind, the 
month of June will be relatively calm, 
We have only one race a week. This 
should give us some extra time to fix up 
the arrangements for Bob and Barry. 
We're still hoping for some sort of 
transport for the team bikes. For now 
this is Station AMXT signing off for the 
week,

SACRAMENTO, CAL., June 11, 1971 
— Tonight’s State Capitol Short Track 
series had an extra added attraction as 
the previously rained-out May 7 main 
was scheduled after the regular main 
event. While many of the participants 
were on the National circuit, the field 
was filled with riders from the first Main 
Event. 

The regular night’s activities saw 
seven qualifying heats. lead into three 
regular paying heats. 

Chico’s Lowell Moural wound up on 
the pole for the first heat after setting 
the fastest qualifying heat. He brought 
his new Yamaha DT-1 in for the 
checkered again with Terry Sage and 
Tom Clark following. 

Heat No. 2 was the fastest with Joe 
Henry winning over a very fast Pat 
McCaul. Henry, a local boy, never 
looked so good, as he and his machine 
worked flawlessly. McCaul was ever 
present and the main looks to be a 
tough one for both of these young 
riders. 

The third heat went to last week's 
Main Event winner Bob Scally, who had 
everything under control. This heat was 
the test for Scally, as point leader Mike 
O'Brien was running and Scally is 
looking to close his lead. Scally led it 
off and set a good hard pace that kept 
young O'Brien in check for second and 
Novice Gary Lozano third. 

Semi-main Event winners were 
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Moural and Scally. Moural came to this 
series with a borrowed Triumph that he 
rode well, but he just didn't seem to 
have enough horsepower although he 
had made one main before. His new 
machine definately had the necessary 
power and his riding ability makes him a 
man to watch in the coming years. 

The 15-lap Main saw Moural on the 
pole with Scally right inside him. At this 
point, referee Masterson noted that 
Moural's gas tank was leaking and time 
was called while repairs were made. 
Inside of Scally sat Joe Henry and Pat 
McCaul. McCaul is a new Novice that 
has hit the scene rather hard and is 
taking the place of Scott Brelsford, now 
doing in the troops at Ascot. 

As starter Pete Zimmerman's flag 
went up, McCaul jumped into the lead 
with John Green, Scally and Henry 
close behind. Green kept up a hard 
charge for the entire distance. Scally 
and Henry diced for third until Henry 
got by and began to challenge Green for 
the second spot. Just as he appeared to 
be ready to pass, his machine seized and 
he was forced to drop back, finally 
finishing seventh. 

All the while McCaul was looking 
quite well in first and maintained an 
even pace that brought him home the 
winner. His machine is as powerful as 
the rest but his riding style lets him dive 
deeper in the corners, giving him great 
drives off the turns. He is certainly 
spectacular to watch. 

Green held on for second with John 
Grand moving up to take third over 
Scally who was having tire problems. 
Russ Powell beat out O’Brien for fifth 
and Henry’s seventh was just in front of 
Moural who was experiencing 
mechanical difficulties. 

As the troops filed into the pits for a 
short rest before the second main, 
Henry received permission to ride 
another motor and proceeded to get it 
ready. Additions to the re-formed main 
were John Grand, John Green and Pat 
McCaul. 

After 10 minutes they were lined up 
and the second Main Event of the night 
was under way. The first lap saw Novice 
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Nen du esi Pts o 
Series Point leaders Mike O'Brien (75z) and Bob Scally (712) fight it out in the heat. Scally, a 
veteran Expert, is slowly catching the 2nd year Novice. 


Gary Lozano take a slim lead over 
Scally, McCaul, Henry, O'Brien and 
Powell Scally had reversed his tire 
hoping to have a better drive off the 
corner but the bite going in wasn't as 
good. Henry made up time and within 
two laps was knocking on Lazano's rear 
tire. Within another two he took a lead 
over Lozano and McCaul. O'Brien and 
Powell were dicing for fourth with 
Powell beating out the point leader and 
finally going by the ailing Lozano to 
finish third behind Hanry and McCaul. 


These two mains didn't alter the first 
two spots but with McCaul's first and a 
second, he now has fourth spot with 34 
points, just one off of Joe Henry's 35, 
while Scally remains in second with 40 
and O'Brien leads with 45. Russ Powell 
moved out of a tie for seventh to fifth 
in front of double main winner Roberts, 
with 24. The National circuit regulars 
will be returning around July 1 and the 
racing should be tight as the Capitol 
short track series continues.

He then tried to pass 
in the next left hander on the low side 
but fell in the process, letting Pat 
Hennen and Steve , Foster by. He 
regained control of third from Foster 
but the 10-lap main was nearly over, 
While exiting the right hander on the 
last lap, he fell again and the frustration 
must have been great considering the 
fact that he did not make either main 
event the night before at Hayward. 

In the 500 Expert -Main, Foley was 
again the first man off the line and this 
time he beat out the No. 15 rider, John 
Hall, on a tiring Honda.

Ken Johnson got by Larry Birkhofer 
on the 7th lap and then out powered 
Olen Stilwell going down the straight on 
the 9th lap to take home the Ist place 
trophy in the 250 Novice Main. 

In the 500 Novice Johnson won 
again, this time riding an AJS. He 
grabbed the lead right at the start flag 
and ran away from everyone for an easy 
win. Little Mike Vestal brought his 
dad’s old BSA 441 Victor (on its last 
leg, according to his dad) and got 
himself 1 2nd.

Goose Hollow: 


EUGENE, ORE — Oregon, often called 
the "Beaver State", will soon have its 
first motorcycle park. It will be called 
Goose Hollow, and it will occupy 200 
acres of rolling green hills and giant 
trees in the Willamette Valley. The 
valley, itself, is about 30 miles wide and 
takes its name from the river that flows 
north for about 190 miles between the 
Coast and Cascade mountain ranges.

Goose Hollow will have the only 
motocross track in the area, because the 
one that was used for the Inter-Am 
series has been closed. Stu Peters, of the 
California Motorsport Club, has laid out 
some of the best motocross courses in 
Southern California, and he recently 
made a trip to Oregon to look over the 
park and help layout the track. 

The CMC, at present, promotes more 
motocross events than any other 
organization in the U.S., and perhaps 
even the world. CMC Oregon will 
broaden the scope even farther as it 
becomes the third state in the fast 
growing organization. Dan Bolumenthal 
is the head man at CMC Utah, and he 
operates out of Salt Lake City. James 
Ferguson is at the controls of CMC 
Central, and James Perry handles things 
for CMC North.

Now he is looking forward to a trip to 
Europe. Says Rice, "Ted Lapadakis is 
going to send his best riders over there 
this summer to compete. Man, I'm 
gonna go." 

I asked him when he felt we would be 
able to beat the Europeans. 

"Never. We have nobody that can go 
as fast as Aberg, Roberts, and so on. 
The only way an American can ride as 
fast as them, is to live there for five 
years. Billy Clements is fast, right? Ship 
him over there, now. 

"When the Europeans are over here 
and ride our Mickey Mouse stuff, they 
aren't going half as fast as they could. 
They don't want to get hurt. 

"If you went to Europe, you 
wouldn't believe it. Long straightaways 
that look like a rough TT, off-camber 
turns, all kinds of stuff. We have no true 
motocrosses here. Take a empty field 
and lay down some stakes. There's a 
motocross. European motocrosses aren't 
just rough-and-slow or rough-and-fast. 

"Indian Dunes is about the best thing 
we've got. A beginner can learn hard 
turns and berms — just about everything 
but_downhills.”’ 

John R. figures he’s good for another 
35 years. So does Tam, and a lot of 
other people. In auto racing, or most 
other sports, a person will maintain a 
peak about five to ten years later in life 
than a motocross racer, which calls for 
the absolute in strengh, relfexes, and 
stamina. 

“I’m just a kid." He's fond of saying 
that. He knows how to be carefree and 
responsible at the same time. He is 
tough, intelligent, and above all, happy. 
He has worked for Long Beach Honda 
for several years as a  "flunky 
mechanic", turning down opportunities 
for economic advance so he can devote 
a maximum amount of time to racing. 

Someday, perhaps, he'll announce his 
retirement from full-time racing and live 
easily off his laurels, but that won't be 
too soon. It's a good bet that he won't 
low down a bit, either. 

It is a shame that few of us can 
accomplish what John R. can, and 
discomforting to realize that we won't 
be in as good condition at 35 years. 
Still, I'm riding a bicycle to work these

Kiwi comeback king, Ronnie Moore, 
heads the list of qualifiers for the British 
Final of the 1971 World Speedway 
Championship following two British 
zone semi-fainls in England late last 


month. 
Moore, the ageless and 
still-immaculate veteran from New 


Zealand. who twice won the World 
Championship at the Wembley stadium, 
London as far back as 1954 and 1959, 
was in scintillting form in the first 
semi-final at West Ham (London) and 
spreadeagled a top class field, including 
Barry Briggs and ace Australians Jim 
Airey and John Boulger. Moore scored a 
maximum of 15 points and showed that

he may yet prove a formidable force in 
the final reckoning later in the series.

Olsen. | However, Moore’ sudden 
bang-on form brings him right into the 





reckoning as one of the fancied 
contenders. 

Runner-up to him at the West Ham 
meeting was X Australian National 


Champion, John Boulger. On 13 points 
and third was the ever-reliable Briggs on 
12. 

Racing throughout the evening was 
superb and eight of the sixteen starters 
qualified for the next stage of the World 
Championship competition — the 
British Final. This is scheduled for 
Coventry, England, on Wednesday, June 
16. 

The eight lucky riders are Moore, 
Boulger, Briggs, Bob Kilby (England), 
Jim Airey (Australia), Arnold Haley 
(England), Martin Ashby (England), and 
Geoff Curtis (Australia). Reserve is 
Garry Middleton (Australia). 

They will be joined by the top eight 
from the second semi-final which was 
held two nights later at Sheffield, in the 
industrial north of England. 

Winner of that meeting was none 
other than Ivan Mauger, who scored 14 
points. 

Mauger suffered his one defeat at the 
hands of England's star Ray Wilson, 
who in turn went down to 
internationally-reknown Nigel Boocock 
in the last race. Mauger then defeated 
Wilson in a run-off for the winner’s 
cheque. Boocock beat his younger 
brother, Eric, for third spot. 

The eight for the British Final are 
Mauger, Wilson, Nigel Boocock, Eric 
Boocock, Howard Cole (all England, 
apart from Mauger who is a Kiwi), Bert 
Harkins (Scotland), Tony Lomas 
(England), and Dave Younghusband 
(England). Reserve is Bill Andrew (New 
Zealand). 

These are the only sixteen left in the 
championship as the elimination rounds 
reach the halfway mark in the Old Dart. 

This month further finals are 
scheduled for Denmark (The Nordic 
Final to sort out the Scandinavian 
qualifiers) and Czechoslovakia (the 
Continental Final to sort out the Iron 
Curtain country qualifiers). Thereafter 
remains the British/Nordic Final and the 
European Final, prior to the World 
Final. 

Phew...one gets echausted just 
reading about it, never mind riding in 
the full series! 

Mauger, of course, must be given 
every chance of notching his fourth 
successive. win this year — especially 
after his second success on the trot in 
the famed Internationale classic àt the 
Wimbledon speedway on May 31. 

Ivan faced some of the hottest 
opposition possible to pot the trophy — 
a brand new Jawa dirt track machine — 
with a score of 13 points. His main 
rivals Briggs and Olsen finished down 


the list with 10 and 8 points 
respectively. 

Ronnie Moore was a good thing 
beaten though. ‘Mr. Mirac’ was 


unbeaten from his first four rides but 
his front wheel came adrift during his 
final race and he crashed, losing all 
chance. 

In the final points-reckoning he 
shared second placing with Aussie Garry 
Middleton. 

Other recent news from Britain is 
that the home country soundly thrashed 
a touring Polish international squad in a 
series of Test matches. 

The Poles have long been regarded as 
one of the world’s leading speedway 
powers but they took a hammering at 
the hands of a “Great Britain” team 
which comprised New Zealanders, 
Australians, English, and Scots!

RUSSIAN STAR KILLED 
Shocking news to emerge from 
Russia: the number-one Soviet 


speedway star, Valeri Klementiev, has 
been killed in a track smash. 

The accident occurred in a practice 
session when young Klementiev fell 
from his machine and was stuck by a 
following rider. 

He was widely regarded as Russia’s 
top speedway exponent and had

competed with success in the last two 
World Championship Finals. 

At Wembley in 1969 he made a 
sensational Western speedway debut by 
finishing a hopeless last in his first race 
and then downing four times World 
Champion Barry Briggs in a tremendous 
heat win. That one ride was enough to 
show Western observers his ability and 
potential and it was no surprise when he 
again qualified for the big Final in 
Poland last year. Om that occasion he 
finished sixth overall. 

Klementiev was one of the 'new 
breed' of Russian riders upon whom 
much faith was pinned by 
Hammer-and-Sickle country officials in 
hauling the USSR back to the top of the 
world speedway ratings. 

His passing is a sad loss to Russia as 
well as the sport in general. 

OVE FUNDIN OUT OF 
CHAMPIONSHIP 

Over in Sweden, legendary five-times 
Champion of the World Ove Fundin has 
withdrawn from the qualifying rounds 
of this year's title hunt. 

Fundin shocked his country's fans by 
announcing he did not wish to compete 
in the championship this year and one 
wonders whether the greatest maestro 
of them all has finally become a spent 
force. 

Personally, 1 doubt it for Fundin is 
still on the short-list for the Swedish 
tour of Australia later in the year and he 
will then be looked to as the mainstay 
of the side. 

The Australian promoters have 
confirmed that they have contracted a 
seven-man Swedish team to race Down 
Under next season. 

In addition, they have also invited a 
British team to tour once again. 

It all adds up to a bonanza of solo 


‘racing throughout the country from 


approximately October thru March and 
any riders wishing to gain experience in 
international competition could do no 
better than invest in a riding/holiday 
stint in the sun of Australia during that 
period. 

I am specifically referring to 
American speedway riders who might be 
seeking to broaden their track 
experience.

And the 
style of life Down Under during the 
summer almost matches the 
graciousness of California!

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SEHL'S WIN KEEPS

TERRE HAUTE, IND., June 20, 1971 
— Dave Sehl, probably the only 
Canadian born Southerner (he resides in 
Atlanta, Ga., when he lives in the U.S.), 
brought the lion's share of all the 
Yankee dollars to Dixie from today's 
10-Mile National. 

Some 50 Experts and 35 Juniors 
assembled at the USAC “Action Track” 
at the Terre Haute Fairgrounds for the 
third running of this 20-lap National 
Championship. 

It was hotter than a July day in the 
Mississippi cottonfields.

Aldana (BSA) once again set the fastest 
time at 25.63, yet he didn’t make his 
first heat start due to.a miscalculation in 
engine tuning between time trials and 
the first heat. Gary Scott (Tri) had the 
fastest Junior time at 26.65. 

Aldana’s vacant spot in the first 
moved Dave Sehl (H-D) to the pole. 
Dave dialed his XR to win and led all 
ten laps. Keith Mashburn (Yam) held 
the second spot until the last lap when 
Bart Markel (H-D), riding up high, came 
around Mashburn. All three transferred 
to the final. 

John Hateley (Tri) led the second 
heat for the first two laps with Gene 
Romero (Tri) a close second.

BANZAI 


By Dick Ahlefeld 

On Orangewood Avenue, just west of 
the Santa Ana River, the City of 
Anaheim Parks and Recreation 
Department has broken ground on what 
they hope will be one of the most-used 
parks in the city. Development has 
started on a three-track mini cycle and 
motorcycle park. 

Richard L. Gagnebin, assistant 
recreation supervisor, is the driving 
force behind this project. A motorcycle 
buff himself, he realizes the urgent need 
for this type of facility. Because of his 
beliefs he’s put a tremendous amount of 
time and effort into this project. 

Gagnebin knows that in the last two 
years many valid attempts to promote 
motorized recreation within the various 
communities has been defeated by 
totally unrealistic misconceptions of the 
motorcycle and rider. He also believes 
that the time has come for motorcycle 
people to take a stand against the 
unfounded charges of destroying the 
environment. 

Prior to July, 1970, many young 
people and some adults in Anaheim 
enjoyed riding their mini-bikes and 
motorcycles on various vacant lots 
scattered throughout the city. Problems 
were associated with this activity, 
including noise and dust pollution, 
liability exposure and disturbing the 
peace. In July 1970, the Anaheim City 
Council passed an ordinance prohibiting 
the riding of mini bikes and motorcycles 
on vacant property without the 
expressed written permission of the land 
owner and approval of the Police and 
Fire Departments. Concurrently, most 
neighboring cities and the County of 
Orange passed similar legislation. The 
new laws solved an immediate 
community problem but created one for 
approximately 10,000 Anaheim riders . 
. . Where can we ride now? 

Requests for a riding area began 
pouring into the Parks and Recreation 
office, so a study was undertaken to 
determine the feasibility of developing 
and operating off-road cycle parks. It 
was learned that dirt bike riding was a 
family-oriented sport with all family 
members participating, and that these 
families have invested thousands of 
dollars in specialized equipment and 
that it is indeed a legitimate and 
wholesome recreation activity. Further 
research indicated that the only existing 
cycle park in Orange County cannot 
even come close to serving the 
over-10,000 off-road riders in Anaheim, 
let alone the 100,000 or more in Orange 
County and that for many young riders 
it was too far away and too expensive. 
As a result, various city, county and 
private agencies were contacted as well 
as local dealers, clubs and community 
leaders and all agreed that an off-road 
cycle park was a good idea and should 
be developed. 

With summer of 1971 almost here 
and no additional parks opening up, the 
City Council approved the use of the 
twelve acres adjacent to the Anaheim 
Stadium Sod Farm and on April 20 
approved the concept of the Banzai 
Mini Cycle Park. The City will provide 
land, design, construction, supervision, 
insurance and maintenance of this 
facility but because of the current fiscal 
budget restrictions may not be able to 
provide sufficient funds for 
development materials. 

Dealers, manufacturers and clubs of 
Orange County were invited to 
participate in this program. Those who 
complained about the land squeeze 
against off-road recreation, unfair 
legislation against riding and the lack of 
close-in facilities, had a chance to do 
something about it. Development 
materials were expected to exceed 
$1,200. Contributors of $100 or more 
will be designated as Friends of Banzai 
on the entrance sign and will be able to

purchase special bloc-rate tickets and 
receive the preferential option of 
renting a portion of the park for special 
events. 

Banzai will be a first-class facility 
with three motocross type tracks of 
varying degrees of difficulty with 
excellent supervision and maintenance. 
High priority has been given to 
developing a safe yet challenging 
experience for young cycle riders. All 
units must meet street legal muffler 
requirements. Riders must wear 
helmets, boots, gloves, long pants, 
sleeved shirts, eye protection, and must 
sign a liability waiver. All traffic on the 
courses will be one-way and dust will be 
controlled. The summer schedule will be 
Monday through Sunday, 10:00 a.m. to 
dusk and may vary slightly according to 
demand. Fees will be in the $.50 to 
$1.00 range. Private groups will have the 
option of reserving a portion of the park 
by prior arrangement at a group rate. 

There are a_ half-dozen cities in 
California, including Los Angeles, who 
have contacted the city of Anaheim and 
will be basing their future interests in 
such projects on how Banzai goes. If 
this project isn’t successful this summer, 
then we can forget any further attempts 
by local agencies to provide playgrounds 
for motorcycles and mini-bikes in the 
future.

This is that rare 
and elusive trophy which Cycleland 
Speedway gives to riders who have won 
twelve Handicap Mains. Dave has been 
trying for two years with no success, 
and with Jim’s win this evening, he, too, 
has but one more win to earn that 
hand-carved trophy by George 
McKillop. 

Tom Southam, Butte City, again had 
his Bultaco 100 full of steam as he won 
his fifth straight Scratch Main. Again he 
barely made the Handicap Main, and 
took a last place here, but when it 
comes to the Scratch Main he gets that 


admirable skill in handling the 
treacherous switchbacks. 

Since these same traps were used in 
last year’s Experts’ trial, an excellent 
yardstick was provided to judge the 
improvement in the riders. At the end 
of the day it was quite apparent that 
there had been an impressive 
advancement in the skill of the RMTA 
Experts during the last 18 months. 

The top three men at the end of the 
Bear Gulch traps were W. Wagner (11 
points), E. Schultz (12 points), and B. 
Brokaw (15 points). 

Following a brief rest, the riders and 
spectators rode to Mill Gulch for the 
remaining 10 traps. In the first trap 
Wagner crashed and injured his knee. 
That left Schultz and Brokaw in a 
splendid duel for top honors.

At the top of the Gulch, Neigenfind 
led the tiring riders and a few 
determined spectators over an 
unbelievable series of deer trails that 
were so steep they can only be ridden 
downhill. 

At last the final sections were reached. 
Rocky,  off-camber monsters that 
collected an astronomical number of 
points. 

The last section was a deep, sand trap 
adjacent to the Waterton Canyon road. 
A group of two dozen trail riders 
stopped to watch the  bedraggled 
competitors foot their wasy through the 
soft stuff.

Then Bill Brokaw, an old time 
sand-trap rider, got into the worst of the 
turns and stopped completely with both 
tires completely buried in the sand.

With the ecology buffs screaming about noise pollution and land for 
racing getting harder and harder to find, the Enduro Run is coming back 
into popularity. As further evidence, hundreds of thousands of ‘Enduro’ 
model motorcycles have been sold by Yamaha, Kawasaki and Suzuki. 
While it is true that many of these will never see an Enduro Run, it 
provides many riders with the legal equipment to ride on one of these 
runs should he decide to go. While many riders just go along for the ride, 
the ones who try to make it without any advance preparation usually 
find themselves waiting for the clean-up crew. 

The next few articles will show some of the things that were done to 
prepare a Kawasaki 350cc Bighorn for the National championship 500 
mile Greenhorn Enduro. This is a two-day event, and with just a few 
nights of preparation, the Kawasaki made it through the whole run 
without having to have any adjustments or work done to it at all. 

The first things to worry about are items which concern the riders 
safety, these are the things that should be checked no matter what else is 


forgotten. 





1.) As you are checking the machine over 
prior to the run, you will naturally check to 
see that the rear chain is adjusted correctly. 
When you have finished adjusting the rear 
chain, do not neglect to install new cotter 
keys in the axle shaft and in the rear brake 
plate anchor arm bolt as shown. Should either 
of these nuts come adrift, it could cause a bad 
spill, so be sure to check them. If your axle 
does not have provisions for a cotter key, it 
would be a good idea to drill it so that one 
could be inserted. 


2.) Call them fork braces or 'tweak bars' or 
whatever, some type of bracket to give a little 
stability to the front forks can help when the 
going gets rough and you might start riding 
over your head. One of these braces might 
mean the difference between staying on the 
wheels or crashing should you happen to land 
on the front wheel. The fancy aluminium 
ones like shown here are expensive, but they 
do the job. The prime thing to remember 
when installing one of these is to make sure it 
fits up to the legs, if it has to be drawn out to 
the fork legs to fit, it is not right for your 
forks.

3.) A little bit of safety wire wrapped around 
each set of spokes at the point where they 
cross each other as shown could save you a lot 
of trouble and woe. This will not only add a 
little strength to the wheel and help it resist 
flex upon impact, but should you possibly 
break off a spoke it will retain it in position 
instead of letting it flop around to possibly 
get caught in something like the rear chain.

4.) For any type of competition where you 
may have to lean on the throttle to make up a 
little time, your suspension is important both 
for handling and thus for safety. While most 
of the machines come with pretty chrome 
springs exposed on their shocks, and granted 
they do look racey and tough, but let's face 
it, being exposed so you can see them also 
means that the seal for the rear shock is also 
exposed. If you are riding in sandy country, 
‘the rear wheel throws dirt and grit right onto 
the rear shocks and it won't be long before 
this grit has eaten away the seals and you have 
lost your shock oil and instead of rear shocks, 
you.have rear springs (at least they are pretty 
chrome springs). To help save them, every 
time you go out onto the dirt, make up an 
economical cover like shown here out of an 
old piece of inner tube. This will keep the dirt 
and grit out of the shocks and if you also ride 
the machine to work or school during the 
week, they can be cut off on Monday 
morning and a new pair made up the next 
time you are going out into the dirt.

AT BOSTON GARDENS

BOSTON, MASS., June 10,1971 After 
having a tremendous string of successes 
around the country with the Yamaha 
Silver Cup Series, promoter Don Brimer 
of Trojan Enterprises ventured into 
conservative Boston with the first 
summer indoor race ever held on the 
East Coast, with the aid of 
super-enthusiast John Jacobson’s 
Boston Cycles. The local public was 
saturated with TV-Newspaper and radio 
publicity about the merits of 
motorcycle racing. 

Upon arriving at Boston’s airport, this 
reporter inquired at the information 
counter how to get to the motorcycle 
races, The young lady knew everything 
about it and even corrected me and told 
me it was an indoor race and not just 
any other motorcycle race. 

Being basically a winter event, for the 
first time in a city not really familiar 
with motorcycle racing, it's really asking 
for it. The attendance was not all that 
bad with 6250 spectators in the 
15,000-seat Boston Gardens Arena. 
Disappointing was the fact that most of 
the spectators were avid motorcycle 
race fans and not Boston's general 
public as New York's Madison Square 
Gardens show had been. 

The program ran a little slow with all 
types of added attractions for the fans 

celebrities, races and a minibike 
event, bands, and all sorts of hoop-la — 
but the races were typical indoor with 
the racers after every penny they could 
get of the $500 purse. 

California riders, who had the most 
experience in indoor racing, have 
developed techniques in dealing with 
guys without a lot of savvy. 
Centerpunching, bumping and pushing 
are required arts for a good indoor 
racer. 

In the elimination heats, a less 
experienced rider who would lead one 
of these savvy riders would get zapped 
with the aforementioned techniques. 
The hapless rider would usually find 
himself sliding along the floor while 
staring at the ceiling. Bill Dutcher, a 
part-time professional from NY and 
Eastern sales manager for Bultao, has 
picked up some of the West Coast 
tricks. 

Leading the second elimination heat, 
he was centerpunched by Jim Odom 
while coming off a corner. Instead of 
going down, Dutcher clamly went his 
way and a surprised Odom found 
himself sliding along the floor out of the 
racing for the night. But, experience 
won out and by the time the evening’s 
final event came around, all but two of 
the riders in the field were experienced 
West Coast indoor racers. Pennyslvania’s 
Fred Barnes had survived the battle 
along with a junior’ rider from Florida, 
Charles McGoron.

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Ski-Doo Injunction Sought 
BOSTON, MASS., May 28, 1971 — A 
brief for a restraining order was filed 


today in Boston Federal District Court 
against Bombardier, Limited, Valcourt, 


Quebec, Canada, world's largest 
manufacturer of snowmobiles, Ski-Doo, 
to prevent Bombardier from marketing 
mini-cycles in the U.S. and Canada. 

The preliminary injunction was 
requested by Engine Specialties, Inc., 
Croydon, Pa., the marketer of Broncco 
mini-cycles and mini-bikes in the United 
States and Canada, pending a full trial 
of the case. 

In their action, Engine Specialties, 
Inc., charged Bombardier with 
violations of the U.S. Anti-Trust laws 
and maliciously interfering with Engine 
Specialties’ business and contractual 
relations with Agrati-Garelli, Monticello, 
Italy, who was, until recently, the 
manufacturer of Broncco mini-cycles 
for Engine Specialties. 

In its brief, in support of its motion 
for a preliminary injunction, the 
Broncco firm claimed that Bombardier 
maliciously and deliberately induced 
Agrati-Garelli to breach and terminate 
its contract with Engine Specialties and 
that the  SkiDoo Company and 
Agrati-Garelli agreed in violation of the 
U.S. Anti-Trust laws not to compete 
with each other in the sale of 
mini-cycles and motorcycles in North 
America. 

It further contended that Bombardier 
induced Agrati-Garelli to enter into a 


join venture for the manufacture and 


sale of Broncco type mini-cycles and 
motorcycles in North American in 
violation of the U.S. Anti-Trust laws. In 
addition, .Engine Specialties, Inc., 
alleged that Bombardier illegally 


persuaded Agrati-Garelli to stop selling 
Broncco mini-cycles to Engine 
Specialties, Inc., in violation of Engine 
Specialties, Inc.’s exclusive rights under 
its contract with Agrati-Garelli. 
Furthermore, Engine Specialties, Inc., 
alleged that, as part of this scheme, 
Bombardier circulated ^ false and 
misleading rumors in the trade about 
Engine Specialties, Inc. 

A week ago, the Federal Court denied 
Bombardier's motion to dismiss the 
action and rejected contentions of the 
Ski-Doo manufacturer that the suit 
could not be instituted in the Boston 
Federal Court and that the action did 
not allege violations of the Anti-Trust 
laws or of Engine Specialties, Inc.'s 
common law rights. 

Engine Specialties, Inc., is 
represented by the Boston law firm of 
Choate, Hall & Stewart.

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TRASK TRIALS GOLD

McMINNVILLE, ORE., June 18, 19, 
1971 — The Penton family scored a 
dramatic victory over one of the finest 
collections of enduro riders ever 
assembled west of the Mississippi today 
in the small Oregon town located about 
40 miles south of Portland. The

even referred to the various officials of 
the club by their European designations. 
There was a “Clerk of the Course” and a

Bledsoe Honks
